GERMANY PLANS TO JOIN

BERLIN, March 19.—One

The Sugar Question 
The lover branch of congress has 
pSsaaA h hill to remote the tariff on 
sugar and tho country is being flood 
od with misinformation In regard to 
the sugar situation. There la proba­ 
bly no commodity of such general use 
sis sugar, about which 
the general 
public iii so poddy Informed. 
Here 
are a few of the cold, 
hard 
facts, 
vhloh will be of interest to all think­ 
ing people. 
The people of the United States are 
the greatest “sweet eaters*’ 
in 
the 
world. We consume one-fourth of all 
the world's sugar. Strange to relate 
we produce onhr one-sixth as much as I 
we use. XA round figures we oonsume I 
2,600,000 turn every year, of which 
we produce the 600,000 tons and im­ 
port the 3,000,000 tons. This sugar we 
lniport . all comes In from the tropics 
* * * * * super and is refined by the 
augur trust known as the American 
- Sugar Relining Company. The refin­ 
ing process Is a simple one and dis* 
tributes very little wealth among the 
American people, as compared 
with 
the home-product, beet sugar. 
From 
the 600,000 tons of beet sugar nov pro­ 
duced In the United States there is 
paid to the American farmer, workman 
and supply man about 645,000,000 or 
?75 per ton, while the distribution for 
the three million tons of raw sugar im­ 
ported and refined in 
this 
country 
amounts to Wily 130,000,000 or $10 per 
ton. In other words, for each pound 
of beet sugar produced In this country 
Uu re is distributed seven and one-half 
times more money among the Ameri­ 
can people than for the imported and 
refined prodncL If all the sugar used 
in the United States were grown and 
manufactured at home the 
farmers 
and workmen would receive 
there­ 
from 6270,000,000, while if it is all Im­ 
ported and refined the amount reaches 
only 686,600,000. 
It would take 
400 
factories to produce all the sugar we 
use and they would necessarily 
he 
scattered through the various states. 
Would it not be wiser to have this I 


6270,000,000 distributed over the coun­ 
try, than to have the entire sugar in­ 
dustry controlled by half a dozen New 
York refiners?- Is it not wiser to pro­ 
mote the establishment of more sugar 
beet factories by maintaining a protec 
tive tariff, rather than to abolish those 
now in existence and at the same time 
present the sngar trust with the 653, 
000,000 now going into the treasury 
department? 
The “high cost of living" is a pop 
ular theme, and some imagine that re­ 
moving the tariff on trust-made goods 
will reduce expenses. The cost of liv­ 
ing 1b 50 per cent, greater than ten 
years ago. But the price of sugar is 
exactly the same, it has not material­ 
ly increased in price at any time dur­ 
ing that period, except briefly last sum­ 
mer on .account of a beet failure in 
Europe, and even then the price ijn- 
mediately went to its regular 
level 
when the beet sugar came onto the 
market. Our domestic competition is 
the only thing that has kept down the 
pries of sugar in the United States 
cheaper than iii any country in Eu­ 
rope, except England, where the price 
is a small fraction of a cent 
lower 
than here. 
The campaign to remove the tariff 
on sugar originated with the American 
Refining Company (sugar trust) 
for 
the purpose of .reducing the price at 
which it must buy the raw produpt. 
The investigation of the Congressional 
Committee established beyond a doubt 
that there is a sugar trust, held 
in 
check only by one thing—the 
home 
beet sugar Industry, and that by re­ 
moving the tariff and fmporting all oui) 
sugar would be abolishing the only 
competition the sugar trust now has, 
and he placing the trust in absolute 
control of the sugar market of the 
United States, and presenting the su­ 
gar monopoly with the 653,000,000 at 
the expense of the American farmers 
and laborers. 
Then where would the price 
go?

LONDON, 
March 
20.—The 
coal 
miners’ minimum wage bill, designed 
to put an end to the coal strike, pass­ 
ed its first reading in the House of 
Commons last night. 
The 
bill 
is 
backed by Premier Asquith, Foreign 
Secretary Grey, 
Chancellor 
Lloyd- 
Oeorge and Syndey Buxton, president 
of the Board of Trade. It consists of 
six clauses and a schedule defining 
twenty-one districts, the country be­ 
ing divided for the purpose of the 
bill. 
As outlined by the Prime Minister, 
the hill provides a “reasonable min­ 
imum wage" for the miners and safe­ 
guards for the owners, these to bo 
arranged by the district boards. The 
minimum will be paid from the date 
of resumption of work. 
The enact­ 
ment is for three years. 
An important clause provides that 
if within a 
fortnight 
any 
district 
lacks a recognised 
district 
board, 
the Board of Trade may appoint any 
person to act in place of the local 
body. 
There is nothing in the bill to pre 
vent a recurrence of the strike should 
the miners be dissatisfied with a dis­ 
trict board decision. 
District hoards will frame regula­ 
tions and conditions for assuring tho 
regularity and efficiency of the work 
the mines, and workmen failing to 
comply therewith are not to be en­ 
titled to the fixed minimum 
wage. 
Workmen who are paid less than the 
minimum wage will he able to re­ 
cover in the courts. 
The bill does not give promise of 
easy passage 
through 
Parliament. 
The opposition is dissatisfied 
with 
absence of penal clauses or meas­ 
ures for compulsory arbitration and 
will move amendments with a view 
romfedy this. 
J. Ramsay McDonald, on behalf of 
labor party, regretted the neoes- 
for the hill, but said the labor 
members would give it all their sup- 
'it it were amended in regard to 
safeguards.

WATER PLANT 


In common with many citizens who 
have Santa Ana’s welfare at

It. would be little short of a calam­ 
ity if we should find ourselves, next 
summer up against a shortage of wa­ 
ter, 'and judging from the statements 
made at the trustees' meeting Monday 
night, that is exactly what will happen 
if we do not get the auxiliary plant.

Santa Ana is growing very rapidly. 
Mr. Grubb said 354 new water taps 
I 
4 
had been added to the system during 
the past year. And not only that, but 
the consumption of water per tap is 
increasing; larger houses are being 
built, many of them with two 
bath 
looms and two or three 
lavatories; 
andi the apartment houses, of course, 
have many more than two or three 
of each. 
The new homes are 
sur­ 
rounded by lawns and shrubbery, and 
many old homes are being improved 
in this respect. It would be very dis­ 
couraging to those who are making 
improvements and 
beautifying their 
hordes if they should be compelled to 
let their lawns and flowers suffer for 
water next summer, or feel that their 
houses were in danger for want of 
pressure in ease of lire. 
Our water rates are comparatively 
very low—we could easily 
stand 
a 
temporary raise of rates. 
Our water 
plant is very profitable, with a revenue 
of over $3000 a month at, an expense 
of only $1200. It certainly seems that 
some way could be found to get the 
$20,000 needed for a first class auxil­ 
iary plant. 


CATCHING UP WITH ROOSEVELT 


By JUDSON C. WELLIVER in Mnosey’s Magazine 


ROOSEVELT AND THE INCOME TAX 
In December, 1906, Mr. Roosevelt 
vigorously took up the question of the 
taxation of incomes, and urged it up­ 
on; the attention of Congress. On this 
subject he said: 
“There is every reason why, when 
next our system of taxation is revis­ 
ed, the national government ethcukl 
impose a graduation inheritance and, 
if possible, a graduated income tax." 
He wanted the tax, 
and 
doubted 
whether it was necessary, as a pre­ 
liminary, to amend the Constitution. 
He advised that if it were possible 
to establish the tax without waiting 
for amendment, this should be done. 
The income tax suddenly became 
a burning issue during the tariff ses­ 
sion of 1909, immediately after 
Mr. 
Roosevelt had gene out of office. A 
strong element in the 'Senate believed, 
with Mr. Roosevelt, that it was not 
fiecessary to amend the Constitution. 
Mr. Taft 'himself had expressed the 
opinion that the Supreme Court, would 
sustain properly drawn legislation. 
Accordingly, there was introduced. 
as an amendment to the PayneA Id- 
rich bill, ain income-tax provision. At 
one time the polls of 
the 
Senate 
showed ? majority cf one or two 
votes for it. But meantime President 
Taft had become doubtful about the 


point on which, during his campaign, 
he had expressed so much confidence. 
He suddenly decided that an amend­ 
ment of the Constitution wast neces­ 
sary. 
In this 'he was supported by the re­ 
actionary Senators, and they devised, 
as a substitute, the 
corporation-tax 
measure that is now law. Mr. Aldrich 
proposed substituting the corporation 
tax for the income tax, and on adopt­ 
ing the substitute the Sehate voted 
—yeas, fortyfive; nays, thirty-one. 
Thus the Roosevelt policy was re­ 
jected. The income tax wast killed for 
the time being, but in order to allay 
public indignation It was necessary to 
submit a constitutional 
amendment. 
This cannot become a part of the 
Constitution until ratified by three- 
fourths of the states. 
The failure to 
follow Roosevelt and the progressives 
has given the opponents of the In­ 
come tax a chance to defeat it in the 
state legislatures, and it is still un­ 
certain whether th rec-fourths of the 
states will absent, to it. 
If the advice of .Roosevelt had been 
followed, the law would have been 
put on the statute hooks with the 
Payne-'Aldrkrh tariff, and would prob­ 
ably have been 
sustained 
by 
the 
court.

three months. 
It will take at least 
ninety days to complete the surveys, 
and for specifications to be drawn for 
bids, and for bids. 
The bonds voted have not been sold. 
They have not been put up for sale as 
yet owing to the poor condition of the 
bond market. 
The money necessary, 
however, to do the preliminary work 
■was forthcoming from the city, and

Although the recent rains affected 
the markets for (produce, grain and 
fruits, the hay m arket continues firm 
at the old range of figures. There has 
not been the ahimp in prices usual 
upon the (breaking of 
a dry spell. 
This is because there is no surplus 
hay stock in the state and the present 
supply, so far as local consumption 
is concerned, m ust last until the new 
crop begins to arrive. In the country, 
of course, the demand will be light­ 
ened by th e growth of sufficient green 
feed.

Trade in* all lines of fresh fruit was 
slow. Straw berries were quoted a t 20 
to 26 cents a box. The advance was 
due to the light offerings, and an in­ 
creased demand from th e hotel trade.
